
Traffic regulations follow bridge closing

In an attempt to accommodate the over¬ 
flow of cars that can no longer cross the 
University Avenue Bridge, the Lowell 
Police and the Lowell City Manager's 
office have decided to regulate new traffic 
policies on other bridges in the area. 

Despite being closed to vehicular traffic, 
the University Avenue Bridge will remain 
open to pedestrians. 

The traffic changes will require certain 
bridges to be open to one-way traffic only 
during rush hour, Monday through Friday. 
There will be no new traffic regulations 
enforced during the weekends, or during 
non-rush hour times, according to a fax 
from the Office of the City Manager 
Division of Planning and Development. 

As was promised by Lowell City 
Manager John Cox, the O'Donnell 
(School Street) Bridge opened a third lane

of traffic last Friday when the University 
Avenue Bridge was closed. 

According to the fax, from 6 to 9am the 
O’Donnell Bridge, which is the closest 
bridge to South Campus and links 
Pawtucket Street to the VFW Highway 
and to Mammoth Road, will open two

southbound lanes of traffic and one north¬ 
bound lane. This means there will be two 
lanes of traffic open leading from the 
VFW Highway to Pawtucket Street, and 
only one lane will be open going the other 
way. These regulations will be reversed 
for the evening commute. From 4 to 7 pm. 


there will be two northbound lanes and 
one southbound lane open. Also, from 4 to 
7pm, vehicles will be prohibited to turn 
left from the O'Donnell Bridge, onto the 
VFW Highway. According to Cox, the 
construction that has been taking place on 
the O'Donnell Bridge this fall is done for 
the winter. “Phase one is complete. Phase 
two won’t happen until after April 1st,” 
Cox said. “Phase two” will include more 
construction to the bridge, which is need¬ 
ed to finish the necessary repairs. 

The other major change will occur from 
3 to 6pm on the Ouellette (Aiken Street) 
Bridge, located near East Campus. During 
those hours the bridge will only be open to 
northbound traffic, heading away from 
Fox Hall, toward the VFW Highway and 
Centralville. 

“Traffic adjustments will be supported by 
Police Details who will be present at the 
intersections of VFW/School, 
School/Pawtucket, University/VFW,

With almost four years 

since their re-birth, the 
UMass Lowell Literary 
Society has something to 
offer. The Offering is a 
6x10 paperback filled 
with black and white pho¬ 
tography, poems, essays, 
stories, and artwork. 

The publication resembles a fan ‘zine one might 
find at a local rock show, mainly because The 
Offering lacks advertisements and doesn’t cost 
anything. The UML Literary Society independent¬ 
ly produces the journal. Its content is submitted by 
people from the UML community, including stu¬ 
dents, professors, staff members, and alumni. 

Dr. Anthony Szczesiul, English professor and 


advisor to the Literary 
Society, said the club 
received over 100 sub¬ 
missionsfor The 
Offering last year, but 
they were only able to 
accept a third of them 
because of space con¬ 
straints. 

Szczesiul said that 
the first step to deter¬ 
mining what entries get 
published happens 
when the Literary Society holds its read-in, where 
“Students, faculty, and staff are welcome to read 
and respond to as many of the submissions as pos¬ 
sible.” “Readers are asked to give a numerical 
score to each work they read, and these scores are 
then tabulated to establish an initial ranking of all 
the submissi ons...From t here t he e ditorial and pro -

Chancellor Hogan addresses 
student concerns one-on-one

L T Mass Lowell Chancellor. 

William Hogan, hosted a one- 
hour question and answer period 
for students on Wednesday, 

December 3 rc * in The Trustee’s 
Room in Cumnock Hall. Topics 
discussed during the session 
included an ethical complaint 
against a professor, the upcoming 
closure of the University Avenue 
Bridge to vehicular traffic, the 
significant raises in student fees, 
and the project of turning the mill 
buildings near Wannalancit into 
the Graduate School of 
Education. 

After a jovial greeting from 
Hogan, student representatives of 


the Engineering Department 
opened discussion about a pro¬ 
fessor in the department who 
allegedly gives preference to 
white students over minorities, 
particularly Middle Eastern 
groups, in class. “He has not 
given us our full rights in the 
classes,” said one student. He 
added, “students have been 
avoiding his class.” 

Hogan agreed to contact the 
Dean of the Engineering 
Department, Dean Ting, to help 
establish commerce between he 
and the students. “He deserves 
to hear what you have to say,” 
Hogan said. Action will be taken 
against the professor pending an 
in-depth investigation into the

New web-portal ‘better for UMass system’

Project Manager Richard Conley briefed senators of the 
Student Government Association on Wednesday. November 
19th about upcoming steps, processes, and accomplish¬ 
ments of “Project ISIS” (Intercampus Student Information 
System), a portal system using the software PeopleSoft to 
electronically connect the Boston, Dartmouth, and Lowell 
UMass campuses. 

PeopleSoft has already been used successfully in upwards 
of 650 higher education institutions. In short, the new portal 
system will eventually allow students to register for classes, 
view their permanent records and transcripts, pay their 
tuition, and perform various other tasks that currently 
require a trip to Dugan Hall. 

Conley said that PeopleSoft is a “huge piece of software” 
that supplies the technology for a number of big industries. 
He also praised it as one of the best higher education servers 
ever. “We think [PeopleSoft] will award a lot of value to the 
campus, short and long-term,” said Conley. 


The basis for the project lies in the reconfiguration of the 
UMass computer systems in Boston, Dartmouth, and 
Lowell (UMass Amherst is excluded from the project 
because they already use PeopleSoft and are thus further 
ahead in the process). Conley said this restructuring will be 
“more robust, and better for the UMass system” than the 
methods used now. 

The application of PeopleSoft in the UMass system will 
institute several important changes in the life of a typical 
student. Just one of these is the automatic generation of a 
student email account upon a person’s initial enrollment in 
the university. This, said Conley, will reduce mailings 
through the post office and allow students to discuss ques¬ 
tions about their financial aid, schedules, and other prob¬ 
lems through the internet. 

PeopleSoft will also do away with the Voice Response 
System currently used in registering for classes. Instead, 
students will be able to search a course catalogue with 
descriptions, view the schedule of classes, and register for 
classes online. 

The new system will also assign an advisor to each student

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New writing practicum for spring

This spring semester a new class, Writing In the 
Community, will be offered by Diana Archibald, 
with the help of a grant from UMass Lowell’s 
Center for Family, Work, and Community’s 
“Community Outreach Partners' Center.’’ 

Archibald, an English professor with a passion for 
community service will enlist her students as semi- 
professional writers in various fields. “Writing in 
the Community is a service-learning course in the 
English Department focusing on advanced writing 
strategies. It provides students with opportunities 
to learn techniques for Teal world' writing,” says 
the pioneering professor who has donated her time 
at local community organizations such as the 
Lowell Transitional Living Center, the Whistler 
House Museum of Art, the Revolving Museum, the 
Smith-Baker Senior Center, Pollard Library, and 
Greater Lowell for Peace and Justice. This class 
will be added to her repertoire of Writing About 
Place, Writing About People, and her specialty in 
the literature of the Victorian Era. 

Students are placed with a community agency or 
organization relevant to their field of study, and 


complete a few hours a week initially to figure out 
what the needs of that agency are. Once the needs 
are determined, students will submit a proposal 
explaining and justifying the work they will be 
doing for their project. The writing that students 
will be doing will vary greatly depending on their 
community agencies needs. After writing, drafting 
and revising, students will submit a final portfolio 
of their work. 

Not only will students gain valuable writing expe¬ 
rience, but they will also be offering their services 
in the community service field, one that too often 
remains understaffed leaving the such agencies 
overwhelmed. 

According to Dr. Archibald, “Benefits to students 
for this course would be numerous, but the follow¬ 
ing are key: one, students will acquire advanced 
writing skills. Two, their writing in the community 
experience will serve as a model for future work 
with community organizations. Three, their 
research into pertinent issues helps them to see 
how their service work fits into larger social con¬ 
cerns... through direct advocacy as concerned citi¬ 
zens.” 

This class fulfills the requirements of a writing 
practicum and is available for all juniors and sen¬ 
iors regardless of major.

upon their first registration for classes. Students 
will be able to contact their advisor through email 
in addition to one-on-one discussions. They will 
also be able to see their own advising transcript, 
which will show what required courses in his/her 
major have been completed and which ones have 
not yet. 

Hold flags on student accounts, said Conley, will 
be explained and dealt with through the new sys¬ 
tem. A tracking system within PeopieSott wiii 
“validate that a student has the proper forms and 
immunizations on record and extract those students 
who don’t in order to hold them from registration,” 
said Conley. Students will be able to find out why 
they have a hold flag and how to resolve the prob¬ 
lem, eliminating the “run arounds,” said Conley, of 
the current system in which the student is told 
nothing else but that they have a hold flag. 

Conley promised that ISIS will offer students 
“complete freedom from visiting the Financial Aid 


office.” With PeopleSoft, students will be able to 
decrease, reject, or accept financial aid awards; 
view all costs and factor in any outside aid to deter¬ 
mine the right amount for one’s financial award; 
and students enrolled in more than one career 
(graduate, undergraduate, and continuing ed) will 
be able to pay one, consolidated bill instead paying 
each one separately. 

All of these and additional changes will eventual¬ 
ly be universal to the entire UMass system, allow¬ 
ing for better contact between campuses and a 
cleaner information system. However, the 
detailed, painstaking process of converting the cur¬ 
rent UMass-Lowell system to the ISIS system is 
ongoing and will be finished, Conley estimates, 
around February of 2005. For more information 
about the project, contact the ISIS Project Campus 
Website (http://intranet.uml.edu/peoplesoft) or 
Richard Conley (Richard_Conley@uml.edu).

duction staff, which consists of just students, deter¬ 
mines final selections,” Szczesiul continued. 

Literary Society Secretary and UML student 
Rebecca Spolarich said the editing process usually 
begins with an informal pizza party. “While 
munching, we also feast on the many dozens of 
submissions, gluing our eyes to them for hours,” 
said Spolarich. “From then on, professors and 
members of the Lit. Society gather for one to three 
hours as many times as possible during the months 
preceding the print date,” she continued. 

UML Alumnus Rob Velella, who graduated last 
year, joined the Literary Society in 2000 as it was 
re-forming itself after being out of commission for 
a number of years. Before the Literary Society pro¬ 
duced The Offering , it produced the Lowell Pearl , 
a national journal, “which had been building up 
submissions despite its unannounced cessation of 
publication,” said Velella. The last issue of the 
Pearl was released in 2000. “It was important to us 
because the Pearl really needed closure before we 
could move on to the campus-based Offering ,” stat¬ 
ed Velella. “With the help of Bill Roberts and Tony 
Szczesiul of the English Department, we got 
through the Pearl and started up The Offering 
again. My personal role was basically in re-starting 
the Literary Society, which oversaw both publica¬ 


tions. That was the hardest part, building up a 
group of people to actually do the work,” said 
Velella. 

The first issue of the “newly-born” Offering came 
out in the spring of 2001.‘We owe a lot to Mary 
Lou Hubble of the office of publications at UML 
for helping us get started with both books,” said 
Velella. 

Dr. Julie Nash of the English Department also 
advises the Literary Society. About the content of 
last years edition of The Offering, Nash said, “We 
certainly welcome diverse approaches. I’ve found 
that most contributors write out of their own expe¬ 
rience... In general, most good writing shows the 
ambiguities of life, American or otherwise.” 

Spolarich encourages people to submit their work 
to The Offering. “There is so much talent in the stu¬ 
dents and members of the university. It would be a 
shame for any student attending UMass Lowell to 
miss out on that.” Nash echoed Spolarich’s com¬ 
ment by saying, “The Offering reflects the diverse 
talents and writings of the university community. 
The more submissions we have, the better the jour¬ 
nal will be.” 

The 2004 edition of The Offering is due out in late 
spring. The deadline for submissions is Friday, 
December 12.

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New club dances to UMass Lowell

The UMass Lowell Ballroom Dance 
Club, founded by sophomore T.J. Martin, 
isn’t quite like anything else on campus. 
At these meetings, one can expect to learn 
Latin dances (the cha-cha, rumba, swing, 
bolero, mambo/salsa, and samba) as well 
as classic ballroom dances (the waltz, 
tango, foxtrot and Viennese waltz). It is 
open to everyone, including those with no 


prior dance experience. Practices are held 
Thursday nights from 7:30-9:30pm and 
Sunday afternoons from 2-4pm. Thursday 
nights are social classes, but the Sunday 
afternoon meetings feature a professional 
instructor. “People can join all throughout 
the year and not be left behind/’ says 
Martin. “Once a person understands the 
basics of each dance they can learn new 
steps in no time.” 

The club is very flexible in that it hosts 
both social and competitive dancers. 
There are typically ten members at each 


practice, so the atmosphere is not over¬ 
whelming or intimidating. Members can 
also participate in competitions against 
other New England colleges, and the club 
maintains a good relationship with the 
dancers from UMass Amherst. Thursday 
night practices are geared more towards 
learning the patterns of the dances, so that 
people feel comfortable with the rhythm 
and movements. The professional instruc¬ 
tor, however, teaches the finer points of 
dance technique, steps that are necessary 
to master before competing. 


People of all ages and backgrounds have 
been signing up, and the success of the 
club thus far has been positive, especially 
given how new it is. Martin stresses, “The 
club is for anyone who wants to learn to 
dance, either for exercise, enjoyment, or 
competition.”

Film depicts life of Vietnamese immigrant

On November 19th the film Mai’s America was shown 
in O’Leary Library. This documentary follows Mai, a 
“spunky mini-skirted daughter of the Ho Chi Minh revo¬ 
lution,” on her journey from her rich family in the city of 
Hanoi, Vietnam, to student exchange host families in rural 
Mississippi, the cities of New Orleans and Detroit, and 
back to Vietnam. 

Mario Poras filmed, produced, wrote, edited, and also 
did camera and sound work for the film. During her film¬ 
ing. she secured her own funding through grants and the 
Independent Television Service, who took a chance on her 
first film and sponsored her. She was present to answer 
the audience’s questions and answers after the showing. 

The film was created by Poras because she felt that while 
many documentaries existed about Vietnam, there was 
“nothing from a Vietnamese perspective [and] that’s defi¬ 
nitely a niche that needed to be filled.” She felt that it was 


really “wild” to be building friendships with the North 
Vietnamese, because their point of view' was that of a 
community of poor rice farmers who won a war against 
the world’s greatest superpower. There was a sort of 
“cockiness” that came with this knowledge that fascinat¬ 
ed Poras, and that along with the spunk and open charac¬ 
ter of Mai convinced Poras that this film could work and 
was worth pursuing. 

The showing of the film was brought to Umass Lowell 
by Political Science professor Jeffrey Gerson and spon¬ 
sored by the Council on Diversity and Pluralism. Gerson 
believed this film had a lot to offer students, as “Mai had 
some experiences that I would call universal that our stu¬ 
dents would be able to relate to.” These included “teenage 
worries such as fitting in with peers, finding money to go 
and stay in college, juggling work and school...and she 
also provided important insight into the life of an immi¬ 
grant in contemporary America and a Vietnamese immi¬ 
grant at that.” Gerson’s Politics and Film class was pres¬ 
ent along with other students and faculty. 

The audience reacted at times with concerned sounds as 


Mai found herself in difficult positions trying to survive 
or expressed her sadness with not fitting in with her new 
surroundings. At other times, the audience reacted with 
laughter as Mai found herself in unlikely company, at 
times surprising even the director with unpredictable situ¬ 
ations. During her travels, Mai became instant friends 
with a gay gospel-singing transvestite, Chris, after she 
visited a gay bar in Mississippi. She also traded jokes con¬ 
taining hard to understand cultural references with a black 
author in a barber shop and visited a Baptist Church. 
During what could be said as the most entertaining part of 
the film, Mai was approached by a costume-wearing 
“homy beast” in New Orleans. Of that incident, Poras 
says that she “almost dropped [her] camera when that 
happened.” 

Gerson had heard about the film through a friend who 
made documentaries and through Mario Pora’s mother, 
Linda Poras, who is the Curator of the Brush Art Gallery 
in Lowell. After seeing a copy of the film, the professor 
was “very impressed” by it and thought “it had a lot to 
offer students.”

Chancellor, from page 1 
matter. 

The, chancellor then explained 
the tedious process of closing the 
University Avenue Bridge. He 
admitted that the project will go 
on for the next few years, as this 
first closing of the bridge will 
only be to temporarily fix it, 
adding “two or three years to the 
bridge’s life” according to 
Hogan. “It is certain that the 
bridge will be closed to vehicular 
traffic until September [of 


2004],” he said. The bridge will 
be shut down again, said Hogan, 
in a few years to allow for a com¬ 
plete reconstruction. Hogan 
added that pedestrian traffic will 
probably still be allowed 
throughout the construction of 
the temporary bridge. 

The issue of the staggering 
increase in student fees was 
brought up in the middle of the 
meeting. Since the early 1990s, 
the university had taken drastic 
cuts in state funding. In July of 


2000, the university was in “good 
financial standing,” said Hogan, 
with $73 million having been 
granted by the state of 
Massachusetts that year. From 
then up until now, the Chancellor 
says the university has endured a 
total of $21 million in cuts from 
the state. 

Hogan said the university may 
be forced into a scenario in which 
it would have to choose one of 
two options: either allow the 
quality of education to deterio¬ 


rate. or raise student fees. 

The option of taking money 
from UML’s profitable research 
foundations was presented, and 
Hogan replied that $1.5 million 
was used from these resources to 
help offset some of the cuts. 
However, the “purchasing power 
of the school was still dropping 
after this,” said Hogan. The deci¬ 
sion was made to increase stu¬ 
dent fees by $750 per year start¬ 
ing in the spring 2004 semester. 

The chancellor said that the uni¬ 


versity is currently in the process 
of working out solutions to the 
budget problem. One scenario 
includes allocation of $4.5 mil¬ 
lion from the university’s rev¬ 
enue streams, including the 
research foundations, to the uni¬ 
versity’s budget. 

“The quality of your education, 
of your degree, is valuable over 
your lifetime,” said Hogan. “I 
will not back out of [the con¬ 
flict].”

Aiken/VFW, and Aiken/Perkins to assist in calling 
motorists’ attention to changes in traffic flow and 
direction,’ said the fax. In the fax, the Division of 
Planning and Development also urged Police Detail 
at the intersection of University Avenue and 
Riverside Street, “to monitor potential congestion.” 
The fax said that the Lowell Police will set up traf¬ 
fic cones to mark the lanes on the O’Donnel 
Bridge, as well as “place variable message sign¬ 
boards at appropriate locations in advance of the 
O’Donnel Bridge, the University Avenue Bridge, 
and the Aiken Street Bridge, indicating either 
bridge closure or one-way operation/no access.” 

According to Assistant City Manager T.J. 
McCarthy, the reason for the new traffic regulations 
is to help make traffic move faster while the 
University Avenue Bridge is closed. “Basically 
we’re trying to facilitate the rush hour com¬ 
mute... It would decrease the amount of traveling 
time,” McCarthy asserted. McCarthy insisted the 
traffic regulations are based on a “traffic study.” 


McCarthy said he doesn’t know how long the reg¬ 
ulations will last. 

UMass Lowell Dean of Students, Thomas Taylor, 
said the new traffic restrictions will affect the UML 
shuttle buses. Taylor said the shuttle company 
might add another bus to the route that would go 
directly from Fox Hall to South Campus. 

Taylor said he is concerned about disabled stu¬ 
dents who need to travel from Fox Hall to North 
Campus and cannot walk across the University 
Avenue Bridge. Taylor said those students may 
have to allow extra time for the shuttle to get them 
to class, which will take longer due to the traffic 
restrictions. 

Taylor is also concerned about the increase in cars 
driving down Pawtucket Street, in front of Fox 
Hall. “I’m anticipating that any students crossing in 
front of Fox Hall in the morning will have to be 
careful,” urged Taylor. “It also impacts our Escort 
Service, we’ll have to make some adjustments 
there,” said Taylor. “Then we’ll get snow,” he 
added.

Saves the day ruins my day 


Finder’s Fee questions ethics

Upon obtaining a copy of 
“Finder's Fee" for review, I was¬ 
n’t expecting much, given that 
the film featured a relatively no¬ 
name cast (with the exception of 
James Earl Jones), in addition to 
being the directorial debut of Jeff 
Probst, host of Survivor. 
However, “Finder’s Fee,” at 
ninety-nine minutes enthralls the 
patient viewer with a unique eth¬ 
ical dilemma when Tepper (Erik 
Palladino) finds a wallet contain¬ 
ing a winning lottery ticket for $6 
million. Funnily enough, lottery 
tickets are what he and three of 
his poker buddies gamble in their 
regular card games (in addition to 
money). 


But don’t have any misconcep¬ 
tions. This isn’t a poker movie, as 
Tepper, Quigley (Ryan 
Reynolds), Fish (Matthew 
Lillard), and Bolan (Dash Mihok) 
play suspect poker variants and 
heretically deal counter-clock¬ 
wise. Before they actually sit 
down to play cards, the lost wal¬ 
let’s owner, Avery (James Earl 
Jones) shows up after Tepper had 
called a phone number inside the 
wallet in the hopes of letting the 
owner know where it was. Mind 
you, this was before Tepper knew 
the lottery ticket inside was 
worth $6 million. Needless to 
say, the plot takes an interesting 
twist when Avery sits down to 
play cards for a pile of lottery 
tickets, one of which is the win¬ 
ner that actually belongs to him. 
Or does it? 


This movie had me asking a lot 
of questions during it, but in a 
good way. Does Avery know that 
the ticket in his wallet is a win¬ 
ner? Does Tepper know that 
Avery knows? Have any of the 
other characters caught on? I 
must say it’s all rather intricate. 

As for individual performances, 
Palladino is excellent, playing a 
young and at times nervous guy 
on the verge of popping the ques¬ 
tion to his girlfriend. Reynolds 
plays a down on his luck divorcee 
and wine salesman, who hopes to 
gain custody of his daughter 
someday. (I know, you wouldn’t 
think that Van Wilder was capa¬ 
ble of playing such a role so 
well). Lillard, the uberpsycho of 
contemporary teen movies, plays 
a pushy, rude, crude, hack gam¬ 
bler. Lillard seems a bit out of his 


element here, as his role does not 
call for what we have come to 
expect from him, but he is amus¬ 
ing nonetheless. Meanwhile, 
Mihok, whoever he is, plays a 
low-key goody-goody who is 
unconvincing at certain points. 

On the whole, I give this movie 
a strong seven on a scale of one 
to ten, which is great considering 
that the cast is not star-clad, and 
the fact that the entire movie 
takes place in Tepper’s apartment 
and the immediate surrounding 
area. Still, nothing I have said 
will prepare you for the shocker 
at the ending of this film, which 
made me grin in sheer admiration 
because I was essentially blind¬ 
sided by it. In short, “Finder’s 
Fee” is a good flick.
